Halifax, N. S., April 12. -Advices 
from St. Johns, N. b\, iiulicato tliat 
the Heal tinhery this year has beu'fi uu- 
paually succeKsfui. Many steamerH 
bRya^jretprned to port loaded down al- 
Ijiost to the watep level. 'Ji^ho Mew- 
foundland (iwi have been extraordin- 
ary lucky, but the risk to liuiium lifi) 
has i)i!Oii crimirml. The steauiei' Tiiu- 
ger, with over 200 men on board, re- 
turned to St. Johns with 35,600 prime 
young barps, the largest catch for her 
tonnage ever talcen into any port ip 
the world, every nook and corner of 
the ship boing jammed full. ThouaatKLs 
of people watched her cutranco into 
the harbor. She had a heavy list to 
port, and waB coiupelled to H-eam death 
slow frora the time of leaviiig Ihe ice 
to prevent upKutling, and had to creep 
home inob by inch and foot by foot. 
Fortunately the sea wa.s calm nil the 
way. Her declf, covered to the top of 
the rails with 7,100 seals, w.-is a hij^lii 
never hefere eeen in St. JoIiii'h. The 
oompaniou way waa cpyereil in, only 
rooni-enougb being left 'for a man to 
squeeze hitnaelf into the doorway. The 
lazkrrftt contained 750, and 250 were 
aipowed under the ljuiiks in wliiuh llie 
iaen 'slept. Eight [)unclieons wrro tilled 
with oil, and the roHt was «towed in 
tjie liol(|. Two hundred and lifi.y Hliarks 
were filled during the voyu^'f,' and be- 
ing short of 'Wal ' BharkS'-' livers were 
used aB fuel for three dfiys before 
I'eachiiig here. Had this ship experienc- 
ed the HlightCHl rough weather six; 
must have foundered and all on board 
beau lost, an she carried no boats. But 
all's well that ends well.
